Government loans a t 85 percent 
of parity are authorized for this 
year’s production of cotton, corn, 
wheat, rice and tobacco. The rate 
would be increased in future years 
to full parity under a bill recently 
approved by the house agriculture 
committee. 
Based On Loan Level 
"The whole ‘food-for-defense’ pro­ 
gram ie based upon the 85 percent 
loan level,” W lckard said in an in­ 
terview. "A change in that rate 
would upset the program because 
of its effect upon corn prices.” 
Under the food program, farmers 
__e being urged to produce all 
they can so th at abundant supplies 
might be available not only for 
Americana 
but for 
Britons 
and 
others resisting aggression. 
Wlckard explained that corn is 
the 
“fundamental” 
crop 
in 
the 
food program. It la the m ost im­ 
portant feed for hogs, cattle and 
chickens. Farm ers can be expected 
to feed corn abundantly only when 
there is a margin of profit, be said, 
between the price of feed and the 
price of livestock, dairy and poul­ 
try products. 
Greater Production Encouraged 
The 85 percent loan program, 
he added, ha* tended to stabilize 
corn and other feed grain prices at 
levels which on the basis of pres­ 
ent livestock, poultry and dairy 
prices, encourage greater produc­ 
tion.

Ironically, 
completion 
of this 
project would put a t the service of 
Germany’s enemies, Britain and 
Russia, a vital part of the Berlin 
to Bagdad railroad which was the 
unfulfilled dream of K aiser WH 
helm II. His ambition to complete 
It has been regarded aa a contri­ 
buting factor in the chain of events 
leading to the first World war. 
Britain 
was reported 
to have 
asked lease-iend assistance for the 
project, along with requests for aid 
to Improve the trans-Iran tan rail­ 
road, farth er east, and for deliv­ 
ery of 200 locomotives, 4,500 freight 
cars, many tons of rails and other 
equipment to build up rail tran s­ 
port in the middle east. 
Thrse-Fold Purpose Cited 
The project is part of a broad, 
British-conceived program for de­ 
veloping a rail and highway sys­ 
tem in the Middle East capable of 
handling a huge volume of war 
materials, 
defense sources said. 
For this there appears to be a 
three-fold purpose: 
I.—Keeping Russia In th e fight, 
even though the Red arm ies are 
pushed back beyond the Ural moun­ 
tains and other supply routes are 
blocked. 
3.—Preparation to supply mili­ 
tary equipment to Turkey lf that 
country ultimately should be forced 
into belligerency. 
3.—Development of an adequate 
military transport system for both 
troops and 
supplies should the 
Middle E ast develop into a major 
war front Instead of a secondary 
one.

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Schools Here Launch 
Program Of Guidance 


Finding Student’s 
‘Place In Life’ 
Is Aim 


A guidance program with the 
primary objective to find the indi­ 
vidual’s place in life—"the life in 
which he shall be the happiest"— 
has been launched this week in 
the East Liverpool schools. 
The program will be confined 
principally to the students in the 
eighth grades and to the freshmen 
and sophomore classes in the high 
school. It will apply to members 
of the Junior class only insofar 
as schedule-making is concerned, 
and to the seniors as occupational 
and college or university data is 
available. 
Robbin Heads Boys 
Joseph Robbin has been selected 
by High school Principal M. W. 
Essex as the counselor for the 
boy 
students, and 
Miss 
Marie 
Crawford for the girls. 
The general plans for the pro­ 
gram was explained to the stu­ 
dents by freshmen and sophomore 
homeroom teachers Monday and 
Tuesday. The students today re­ 
ceived mimeographed letters which 
they took to their homes to ac­ 
quaint their parents with the gen­ 
eral intentions of the guidance 
program. 
Home-to-school guidance record 
cards will be distributed Thursday 
which students will be asked to 
take to their homes for detailed 
information from the parents re­ 
garding their son’s or daughter’s 
Ijkes, dislikes, plans, Interests or 
other information of a general na­ 
ture. 
Principal Essex appealed to the 
parents for an "honest reply" to 
the questions on this record card. 
"There Is nothing on the card 
that Is harmful to your child," the 
letter to the parents reads. "The 
school is using this medium as the 
•tarting point in the attempt to 
know the boys and girls better. 
When the teacher knows what the 
home is planning for your child 
they will be able to do their part 
better. 
Talk with your child and 
then fill out the card the best you 
can.” 
Will Scan Replies 
These guidance cards will be re­ 
turned by the students to their 
homeroom teachers next week aft­ 
er which they will be given to the 
counselors for study. 
The next step will be compila­ 
tion of a permanent record card 
from records In the office of the 
superintendent. This will indicate 
the grades made by the child from 
the first grade to the present time, 
showing 
his 
strong and 
weak 
points. 
Then will come intelligence and 
aptitude tests In which the stu­ 
dents will be scored. This will be 
followed by an anecdotal state­ 
ment written by homeroom teach­ 
ers for each year concerning the 
aptitudes and attitudes 
of the 
child, beginning with the seventh 
grade. In order not to overburden 
teachers with this task, they will 
he asked to furnish reports on five 
students each week until the job 
is completed.

Turkey Could Throw Monkey Wrench Into Russian 


Campaign By Casting Her Lot With Nazi Invaders

NEW YORK, Oct. 29 — While 
Turkey celebrates the 
18th anni 
versary of the republic, two Turk generals, ironically enough, 
have 
been visiting Adolf Hitler on the Russian front. 
Turkish generals do not refuse invitations like that these days 
So All Fuad Brden and Hueseyn Erkilet had tea in Hitler’s tent. 
It Is easy to Imagine what the Oerman fuehrer told them. For some 
days, the German high command*^ 
has 
been 
shoving 
Rumanians, 
Italians and Hungarians into the 
bloody battle of south Russia, and 
giving them frequent pats on the 
back in the daily communiques. 
Rumanians were permitted to take 
most of the credit for the capture 
of Odessa and Italian arms got a 
much needed compliment for re­ 
ported advances in the Donets ba­ 
sin: a few days later the Hun­ 
garians, in turn, were credited with 
helping out in the same area. 
So. this was a fine time for Hit­ 
ler to tell the Turkish military men: 
“See—look what you could do lf 
you were with us!" 
Turkey’s two million bayonets 
could be of extreme value hence­ 
forth to the German army, which 
Is occupied now from Murmansk to 
the Black sea. The Germans are 
knocking at the gates of Rostov- 
on Don, key to the north Caucasus 
and a point from which Hitler’s 
armies might plunge toward the 
Caspian sea. 450 miles to the east, 
or execute a sharp right turn and 
make for the oil properties at the 
Black sea end of the Caucasian 
mountains. Another force is fight­ 
ing its way into the Crimea, from 
which it could pass south of the 
Sea of Azov across the Strait of 
Kerch and enter the same oil lands.

U. S. Must Determine Now Whether National Unity 


Or Business- A s -Usual Shall Be Nation’s Keynote

Something Has Been Added 
T 
HROUGHOUT the dreary succession of strike* 
that have hindered defense there has been a 
new angle developing. T hat angle I* of the utm ost 
Importance In the crisis that John L. Lewis and 
the steel companies have produced In the captive 


coal mine strike. 
The United States government is a vitally inter 
ested third party in every work stoppage that af- j 
fe d s defense production. 
It has abandoned 
Uh 
sometime role of Interested spectator and become 
a participant. The captive coal mine strike Is of 
more Importance to the governm ent than It Is to j 
the steel companies, who are nominally the an­ 
tagonists facing Mr. Lewis. 
No private company can halt production. Any 
attem pt to do so would be followed immediately 
by seisure of Its plant. There Is only one way In 
which production can be stopped. T hat !b for a 
labor leader to order a stoppage of work. He does 
not even need the excuse of an issue with the em­ 
ployer to do this. If he is sufficiently well en­ 
trenched in his own organisation, he can call a 
strik e whenever he chooses. 
This is not new. It happens more frequently 
than It used to happen because more workmen 
have been organized and there are more union 
leaders than there used to be, but it is traditional 
th at strike decisions are made from the top down. 
T he power to call a work stoppage in the entire 
soft coal industry, for instance, rests in the hands 
of one man and a few advisors. Having exercised 
the power recently, Mr. Lewis Is now cleaning up 
one of the consequences—the captive mines, which 
w ere not covered by the agreem ent that ended 
the coal strike of last spring. 
A strike could have been averted lf the steel 
companies 
that own the mines had given Mr. 
Lewis what he wants, which is a closed shop in the 
captive mines. It could have been averted lf the 
governm ent had ordered the companies to give 
bim what he wants. 
B ut when Mr. Lewis cannot get whut he wants, 
Ste can cripple defense production and stand off 
tb s governm ent of the United States, which la the 
party most concerned In the controversy, single­ 


handed. 
It Is a situation that doesn’t make sense for any­ 
body but John L. Lewis, a fact that suggests he 
may have lost touch with Borne of the sterner | 
realities of life, such as the thing that always 
happens to men who stick out their necks too far. 


Encirclement 
A NY attempt to follow the war is likely to get 
lost in the word or at least the Idea of encircle­ 
ment. 
Some years ago a funny-faced man with a comic 
mustache began to acream at audiences In Germany 
that their beloved country was being 
encircled 
by its enemies and was doomed to a horrible fate 
unless It did something right away. 
Frauce, which was the country supposed to do 
the encircling, meanwhile was so afraid of being 
encircled that it built the Maginot line, hut ne­ 
glected to close up the ends and eventually found 
Itself encircled by Germany and Italy. The latter, 
also afraid of being encircled, had entered Into 
an agreement with Germany to heat tho encirclers 
to the punch, meaning not only France and Great 
Britain, but also Russia. 
It is Japan now that is crying out against en­ 
circlement. The Japanese eau prove with figures 
and diagrams that they are being encircled by 
Great Britain and the United States. This Is rl 
diculous, of course, because Great Britain Is too 
busy to keep Itself from being encircled to do any 
encircling and the United States, as every patriot 
knows, is on the verge of being hemmed in from 
both sides and the top and the bottom in the near 
future. 
It seems that the encirclement psychosis is a 
symptom of something about to go horribly wrong, 
like a continuous pain un the right side accom­ 
panied by nausea and fever. 


M 
R. JOHN L. LEWIS certainly 
would agree, that lf the coun­ 
try Is in peril,* no 
loyal 
citizen 
would dream of closing down the 
coal mines arid of threatening to 
stop the production of steel. The 
only 
conceivable 
explanation 
of 
what Mr. Lewis has done is, there­ 
fore that he has searched bls con­ 
science and does not believe that 
the emergency Is critical enough 
to make it the duty of every man 
to rally to the defense of his coun­ 
try. 
On no other ground coaid he, or 
would he, attempt to Justify bls 
action. The strike he called In­ 
volves no question which possibly 
can be described by him as of 
such vital and urgent importance 
to the miners that they will be in­ 
jured Irreparably lf the settlement 
Is postponed because it takes time 
to negotiate or arbitrate it. 
The question Is whether In coal 
mines owned by the steel com­ 
panies, in the so-called "captive 
mines", there shall be the same 
kind of union shop as .there Is in 
almost all the rest of the mining 
industry. In itself the demand of 
tho miners is certainly not un­ 
reasonable. 
But since these captive mines 
have been operated for years with­ 
out the union shop, Mr. 
Lewis 
should explain to the country why 
ho feels Justified in saying that on 
| Oct. 27, 1911, It became so Impor­ 
tant to have the union shop In 
! these mines that, rather than per­ 
mit delay for negotiations, a crip­ 
pling blow must be struck at the 
| national defense. 
It is no explanation for Mr. Lew­ 
is to say that he does not like the 
mediation board, or Mr. Hillman, 
or tile President. For what is at 
stake Is the defense of the United 
i States—a far greater thing than 
any man, bo him 
Roosevelt, or 
i Hillman, or Lewis. 


la public statement which declared 
that "few people honestly believe 
j that the Axis is now, or will in 
the future be, In a position to 
I threaten the independence of any 
1 part of this hemisphere if our de­ 
fenses are properly prepared. 
Obviously, if this is true, if these

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SINGE Mr. Lewis will not and 
cannot deny that his action is 
a blow at the national defense,

! can offer as a loyal citizen of 
this country. It is that he thinks 
i defense Is not the most Important 
j business of Americans, that the 
'emergency 
proclaimed 
by 
the 
President and recognized by the 
unprecedented 
appropriations 
of 
Congress Is not in fact critical 
and that private Interests are quite 
ju stified in behaving as lf no bu- 


i preme national interest were at 
j stake. 
As a matter of fart, this is Just 
what Mr. Lewis does believe, and 
i he is fully entitled to say that he 
does not stand a lo n e , that, on the 
contrary, he Is doing nothing which 
Is not the logical and Justifiable 
consequence of the position taken 
by men of unimpeachable loyalty 
and of proved conservatism.

publican organization In the house. 
It la necessary to insist upon 
this — the background — of Mr 
Lewis’ action because only with 
these things in mind can we see 
the fundamental issue. The issue 
Is not labor unionism, or the union 
shop, or the labor policies of the 
New Deal, or the labor policies of 
the steel companies but whether 
the isolationist position any longer 
can be reconciled with the defense

Hitler but from Mr. Roosevelt, then 
the scale and scope and intensity 
of effort for national defense are 
absurd. 
The question at Issue is the na­ 
tional will of the American peo­ 
ple. For only when that will is 
clear can the ways and means be 
found to serve It. 
8o the showdown is necessary. A 
decision must be taken by the na­ 
tion as to whether or not the re­ 
public is In danger, as to whether 
or not, therefore, we are to have 
national unity and national dis­ 
cipline such as a great occasion re­ 
quires, or whether we are to have 
buslness-as-usual, 
polltlcs-as-usual 
labor-unlonlsm-as-usual. 
Until we have settled that issue, 
we cannot settle conclusively and 
effectively any other Issue, We are 
at the end of debating and the time 
of decision is at hand.

This was not vicious, just realistic. The thing that 
happens to bargain goldfish bought with a bowl and 
a box of fish food thrown in is that they die. That 
Is part of the racket. Their little masters demand 
replacement* and that way the fish food business 
keeps flourishing. 
To jump right Into the story without further pre­ 
liminaries. the fish are still alive and flourishing. 
They have consumed two boxes of fish food. They 
now are starting on their third can after a 10-day 
layoff in honor of the lwtron saint of fishermen who 
prefer not to catch fish when they go fishing. 
The moral being put across is that apparently no 
one knows anything about fish. Fishy persons know' 
that In order to keep goldfish alive they must ho 
fed regularly, kept in clean, fresh water and sur­ 
rounded with shells, castles and* assorted under­ 
water vegetation, with perhaps some snails to keep 
the place policed up. 
They know It Is Impossible to get anywhere with 
fish-that are overfed for one w'eek (while thev are 
remembered) and fed nothing th* next week (while 
they are forgotten) particularly lf this goes on ’n 
conjunction with an unwholesome environment. But 
they are. of course, wrong. They must he wrong 
Unfortunately, as far as the commercial po«sihtll- 
tles are concerned, the name of the fish food they 
have been eating was not recorded. The boxes were 
thrown away w'hen they were emoty The fact it wa* 
IO days after the last can was thrown away and at 
least 15 after the first can suggests something about 
the appetites of fish that clears up a few minor 
mysteries for hapless fishermen. 
On th® new box of fish food It says over-fe®dlng 
"will cause Illness and loss of fish." It’s worth one 
more try. hut It looks as though the only way to get 
rid of the blasted things Is to begin taking care 
of them.

Set Policies Of Others 
Big steel controls a vast steel- 
making and shipbuilding empire. 
Furthermore, it is the recognized 
leader for a largo part of the Amer­ 
ican industrial world.

steel wets a wage, literally hun­ 
dreds of independent plants and 
shops fall in line. Similarly, its 
policies set the policies of others. 
The DI O is out to organize all 
steel and shipbuilding plants.

Settled For $81,631 
To End 3V2-Year Tilt 


Bf Th* A atocia tad Praaa, 
COLUMBUS, Ooh 29 — Ohio’s 
famous $3,000,000 ‘‘hot m ix” road 
m aterial case was settled in com­ 
mon pleas court today for $81,631. 
Judge Robert P. Duncan, in a n ­ 
nouncing 
the settlem ent of the 
31.4-year-old litigation, also dismiss­ 
ed four other fdmtlar suits brought 
by Donald Litten, Columbus attor­ 
ney. 
Agnes B. Dickinson brought the 
$3,000,000 action as a taxpayer, 
seeking damages for the state from 
30 “hot mix” paving contractors 
on the ground th a t the highway 
departm ent fraudulently wa* over­ 
charged for road material. 
The settlem ent released about 
$130,000 due contractors who sold 
the m aterial to the state. 8«ttlo- 
m ent efforts started more than a 
year ago. It was estim ated it would 
have required at least IO months 
to try the suit. 
Attorneys m ust 
apply 
to the 
court within IO days for their fees. 
A tribunal of six Judges will set the 
amounts to be deducted from $80.- 
000. W hat Is left will go to the 
state treasury. Of the $81,631 settle­ 
ment, court costs totaled $1,631. 
A court entry announcing the 
settlem ent said in part: 
“This offer is made by the de­

and Hearty Meal

/'"IV E the boys a hearty welcome 
when they file In after the 
football game. They’ll be hungry 
and chilled and ready to tackle a 
substantial repast. Make the goal 
a m an sized meal and you’re bound 
to score a victory. How’s this for 
a line-up—Russian goulash, sliced 
tom ato salad, butterfly roll, pump­ 
kin raisin pie and beverage? 
If you approve, here are recipes 
for the dishes, starting with the 
tasty goulash. Cut two pounds each 
veal and pork into cubes and brown 
in 
two 
tablespoons 
shortening. 
Chop four medium onions and three 
green peppers and add to meat. 
Brown 
slightly 
and 
add 
three 
pounds sauerkraut, four teaspoons 
paprika and one pint sour cream. 
Cook, then turn flame low and sim ­ 
m er for three and one-half hours. 
Then add 
another pint of sour 
cream and allow to cook for 15 
to 20 minutes longer. 
Butterfly Roll 
Butterfly roll is healthful and 
mighty satisfying despite its name. 
H eat one and one-half cups butter 
milk until 
warm. 
Crumble 
two 
cakes of yeast and add one-fourth 
cup 
sugar 
and 
one 
tablespoon 
warm milk. Let stand while add­ 
ing part of four and one-half cups 
bread flour to milk. Beat vigor­ 
ously. Add teaspoon salt and one- 
half teaspoon soda to rest of flour. 
Add yeast and flour to milk mix­ 
ture. Beat. Let riae until double 
in bulk. Roll to one-fourth inch 
thickness, cut in two inch strips 
and brush with melted butter. Put 
in buttered muffin pans. Let rise 
again and bake 15 to 20 minutes 
at 425F. 
Pumpkin Raisin Pie 
To make the pie, line a pie plate 
with crust. Then combine one and 
one-half cups mashed pumpkin, one 
half cup sugar, two cups milk, three- 
fourth teaspoon salt, tablespoon 
butter, grated rind and juice of 
one lemon, one-half cup chopped 
raisins. Take care that there are 
no lumps in the pumpkin. Add two 
well-beaten eggs. Pour into crust 
and bake a t 425F for 30 to 40 
minutes. 
If you are sending your family 
off to the garde, let them start the 
day with a good meal and so guard 
against a cold. For something dif­ 
ferent to give the day a festive air, 
serve a special dish. Pour boiling 
w ater over 24 link sausages in a 
skillet and let stand for five min­ 
utes. Drain and saute until golden 
brown. Arrange in center of a big 
platter and keep hot. Pour off part 
of the sausage fat and saute 24 
large prunes, that have been cook­ 
ed and pitted, in remaining fat 
until well heated. Stuff each prune 
with

segment. Ar­ 
range the stuffed prune* around 
the sausages and serve • with hot 
coffee and rolls.

‘Listen, There's Jerry!' 


An English Schoolgirl Tells Friend Here How It Feels 


To Hear Bombs Dropping On Neighbors’ Homes 


Following t* part of a letter received by Mina D orothy Baumgard 
of 532 Martin st. from a friend in Purley, Surrey, England. The nar­ 
rative presented here teas w ritten last winter, following an air raid. 
The w riter is a school senior. 


The sirens were earlier than ever last night. At exactly 6:15 
the first low rising and falling wail sounded and then it was only a 
few seconds before the others all over the district Joined in. 
It was a dark night with a very clear sky, as we could see by the 
piercing beams of many searchlights as they swept the sky, always 
on the alert. We had been listen-*!*— 
ing to a musical program on the 
radio, and sitting round the fire, 
we also were on tlfte alert, w atch­ 
ing and waiting for what we knew 
was to come. 
W e were all prepared. It had be­ 
come part of our norm al routine 
now, to have gas-masks, books, 
hot therm os flasks of cocoa, and 
pillows 
and 
blanket* 
ready 
to 
seise a t a second’s notice. My 
father had finished the round of 
inspection; 
that 
is, the inspec­ 
tion of the black-out. 
It is getting dark so early now 
th at w inter has come, and by the 
specified London black-out time, 
no chink or crack of light m ust 
show anywhere. 
Houses, shops, buildings of all 
kinds are just like great deserted 
rock* looming up suddenly, before 
you can be aware of them, out of 
the dark. My mother ha* returned 
from her evening trip to the “An­ 
derson” shelter, to light the little 
oil stove, and the few candles and 
generally prepare it for our night’s 
rest. 
We Hear The Steady Drone 
Then, just as a pause in the 
radio program, my father looked 
up. 
“Listen,” he said, “there’s Je r­ 
ry.” We all listened, as we have 
become so accustomed to doing, 
as the droning of an 
unsteady 
Mercedes 
engine 
getting 
nearer 
and nearer filled the room. 
Suddenly, almost sim ultaneous­ 
ly with the noise of the bomber, 
came the sirens. One a/fter an­ 
o th er they took up the warning. 
W e knew just w hat to do by now. 
I switched off the radio, collected 
my things, and sheperded my lit­ 
tle sister down the garden, shiver­ 
ing even in our thick coats, in the 
cold night air. 
There was no lingering about 
aa th ere was when we were less 
experienced, for already the dull 
boom-boom 
of anti-aircraft gun* 
were heard, their brilliant flashes 
lighting up the silent ground be­ 
neath, and already a long way 
away, the dull glow of a fire, first 
red, then burning brighter orange, 
sprang up. 
Father Arrives Last 
We were glad to arrive at the 
shelter, and scrambled in on top 
of one another, 
for even if it 
was a little stuffy, it was warm, 
cozy and safe. 
My father arrived last of all, 
having stayed behind to lock up 
the house.

summed up Adolf H itler and his 
National Socialism as the greatest 
historical force in a thousand years. 
“He 
has 
created 
a 
religious 
fervor In eighty million Germans 
th a t they are a ‘m aster race’ des­ 
tined to go out and pillage and 
plunder the weak people of the 
world," the speaker said. 
T he Italian nation Is tottering 
end “feels a horrible sense of 
sham e because It was sold out by 
Mussolini," he added in a sum­ 
marization of the European scene. 
The Russians are fighting val­ 
iantly with a “third rate army" 
against the German invasion, and 
Stalin probably will not negotiate 
a separate peace as long as he 
feels American ald will be effec­ 
tive, Mr. W hitaker predicted. 
W hen Germany realized England 
could not be shattered with a quick 
. “knockout" blow it opened the in­ 
vasion of Russia as a means of get­ 
ting oil and grain and minerals 
for a long war-^-to match 
the 
United States In resources and hold 
out indefinitely, lie pointed out. 
Russia believed itself secure from 
German attack because of the dif­ 
ficulty of its terrain and the fact 
that Germans always have feared a 
war on two fronts, Mr. W hitaker 
said. 
However, with the campaign in 
the west ended, the Nazis were 
able to move in on the Soviets 
without any great fear of offensive 
action on the other front, he de­ 
clared. 
Mr. 
W hitaker opened 
his 90 
m inute program with a summary 
of the effects of the Nazi party 
purgo of June 30, 1934. 
“H itler shot alm ost 400 of his 
own party leaders and cut him­ 
self free from two million of his 
B r o w n s h i r t streetlight*™ who 
brought Naziism to power," Mr. 
W hitaker pointed out. 
“And immediately Hitler became 
the prisoner of German generals," 
the speaker continued. "He knew 
he couldn’t fulfill his promises to 
keep ti* Socialism in National So­ 
cialism because that would have 
m eant losing the party’s power. 
"H itler knew that he had come 
to power Illegally and by gangster 
methods and that he must singe 
striking actions 
and new 
con­ 
quests to stay on top." he con­ 
tinued. “He knew that if the peo­ 
ple were given bread they would 
want butter and lf they were given 
shoes they would want automobiles 
‘and soon they would become con­ 
servative and contented Uke the 
rest of the world." 
He's Generals Great Hope 
"H itler is the political! tl«e Ger­ 
man generals have been waiting 
for throughout modern history," 
Mr. W hitaker continued. "The peo­ 
ple 
have 
become 
united 
only 
through the desire 
to rule the 
world." 
Mr. W hitaker declared that Ger­ 
many Is the only country "in the 
modern civilized world that not 
only glorifies war but makes war 
pay." 
Asserting that the Nazis have 
harvested more wheat with tanks 
than they have with tractors, he 
said the wealth the nation had 
gathered 
with 
its 
conquests 
amounted to an estimated 36 bil­ 
lion dollars a year ago. while its 
arm aments cost about 40 billions. 
"Every person in tile world is 
paying for this war except the Ger­ 
mans," he cried. 
Italians Ar* Ashamed 
Several 
years 
ago. 
Mussolini 
foresaw the rising might of re ­ 
arming Germany and allowed H it­ 
ler to occupy Austria, although 
earlier he had mobilized his army 
when the Nazis moved to occupy 
the nation after the assassination 
of Dollfuss, Mr. W hitaker said. 
In an interview in which Musso­ 
lini 
revealed 
plans 
for 
Joining 
hands with H itler and termed the 
German occupation of Austria “the 
most im portant change in Italian 
foreign policy", the Roman dictator 
declared H itler would become so 
powerful It would he Impossible for 
any aggregation of nations to resist 
him, h e pointed o u t 
"It is hard for us to realize how 
the 
Italians 
are 
feeling," 
Mr. 
W hitaker said. "The italian nation 
is feeling a horrible sense of shame 
because its hooligan dictator made 
it a jackal to the German lion by 
stabbing prostrate France In the 
back and attacking tiny Greece ” 
"The italians as a people aren't 


cowards," he added. “They fought 
bravely In Ethiopia and in Spain. 
But when 
they discovered 
how 
Mussolini had sold out their coun­ 
try to the Germans, their spirits 
were broken.’’ 
Food Goes To ’Master Race’ 
Ruled 
by Nazis as a vassal 
state, Italy’s food supplies have 
been cut below a bare minimum 
and peasants are being shipped en 
masse to work on German-occupied 
farms, he said. 
"The peasants' rations of olive 
oil and pasta for a month at pres­ 
ent are the equivalent of what they 
formerly received for a week, and 
that was considered 
subsistence 
level,” Mr. W hitaker declared. 
"Italy 
is 
producing 
enormous 
quantities of olive oil and tomatoes 
with sorely-needed vitamins for Its 
workers, but everything goes to 
Germany for the ‘m aster race’,’’ he 
asserted. 
‘‘Peasants 
are 
suffering 
from 
malnutrition now, and this winter 
I’m afraid they’ll starve," he added. 
Maxim Litvinoff. 
foreign 
min­ 
ister of Russia, believed in 1936 
that Russia need not fear German 
invasion because It "is a cold, 
harsh country” no arm y could take 
successfully, Mr. W hitaker said. 
Cites 
Russia 
Mistake 
At that time Russia was banking 
on Germany's aversion to war on 
two fronts and Litvinoff said: "We 
aren’t going to pull the capitalists' 
chestnuts out of the fire," he de­ 
clared. 
Russia could have decided the 
war In 1939 by attacking Germany 
when the Invasion of Poland start­ 
ed, Mr, W hitaker said. This would 
have made Germany fight on two 
fronts and possibly would have 
saved 
France, 
Belgium and 
the 
l/)w Countries 
from 
defeat, 
he 
said. 
Summing up the British position, 
he pointed out that the peoples' 
morale is “granite hard" and can­ 
not be shaken, while a t the same 
time the will 
to win has been 
placed above everything. 
English regarded 
H itler as a 
“frightfully crude fellow" at 
the 
Wiir’B (nitbreak, but could not be­ 
lieve he sought mastery of 
the 
globe, Mr. W hitaker said. 
"They1 
were 
really 
surprised 
when they lost all their equipment 
and many of their men at Dun- 
kerque," 
he added. "Then 
they 
were bombed from one end of their 
island to the other. Their morale 
stiffened, the nation saw it was in 
for a long struggle to the death 
and It began fighting with its back 
to the wall." 
Must Have America's Ald 
The Empire’s colonies have sev­ 
eral million men under arms, but 
despite all their resources England 
cannot 
hope to survive without 
America's aid, he declared. 
As long as America remains in­ 
active, Europe’s conquered people 
will remain abject, because they 
will believe that H ltler’g rule is 
permanent, Mr. W hitaker said. 
People In occupied countries be­

'DEFENSE'ROLE 


Varied Uses Have Earned It 


Title Of No. I Ohio Crop 


By Th* A M N itltd Pres*. 
COLUMBUS. Oct. 29—The lowly I 
beati is marching again under the J 
banner of national defense. 
During World war I, the veteran 
navy bean wa* the backbone off 
the American Expeditionary Force j 
diet. 
Today Ite Oriental cousin, the 
soybean. Is taking an increasingly 


valuable place in th# current emer­ 
gency. 
So varied are the uses for soy­ 
beans, In addition to food, that they 
have grown into a front-ranking 
Ohio crop, along with corn and 
wheat. 
Agriculture adjustment adminis­ 
tration statisticians say that Ohio 
farmers in 
1929 devoted 96,944 
acres to soybeans and this year 
plantings were increased to approx­ 
imately 660,000 acres for harvest 
alone. Considerable more acreage 
was devoted to pasture and forage. 
Soybeans were growing in 68 of 
Ohio’s 88 counties, production cent­ 
ering in the corn belt area. 
The 
federal 
government 
has 
asked Ohio farmers to increase 
their 1942 acreage to 680,000 in 
the interest of national defense, a 
jump of 6.3 percent over this year. 


As a special planting inducement, 
AAA acreage allotment# will not 
apply on soybeans next year, says 
Elmer F. Kruse, Ohio AAA chair­ 
man. 
Soybean uses includet 
1.—As a plant for forage, green 
manure and pasture. 
2.—Soybean meal, used as human 
food, is suitable for cereal, diabet­ 
ic food, bread flour, cakes and 
pastry, 
Infant 
foods, 
macaroni, 
crackers, soy milk, bean curd, soy 
sauce and bean powder. Soybean 
meal also may be used as stock 
feed, fertiliser, glue, celluloid sub­ 
stitute, vegetable casein and in 
water paints. 
8.—Soybean oil goes into the 
production of glycerin, 
enamels, 
food products, such a# batter sub­ 
stitutes, lard substitutes, edible 
oils and salad oils; varnish, water­
